On the eve of the 40th anni- 
versary of the Italian defeat at 
“Adowa came the news that the 
battle in the Tembien region rTe- 


jsulted in the complete annihila-| 


tion of Ras Kassa’s army. The 
reports, emanating as, they ‘did 
from Rome and Asmara, which 
is the Italian headquarters in 
lthe East African campaira, 
must be taken, with a certain 
jamount of reserve. So many 
extravagant claims have al-| 
ready been made and so many, 
equally undependable reports of 
minimum ‘casualties suffered on 
the Italian side, that one must 
discount everything that is said, 
by about 50 per cent. But 
even allowing for this, it is evid- 
ent that the Italians have, in 
fact, gained a decisive victory 
over ‘the Abyssinian forces 


lwhich, while it may not neces- 


sarily connote that “Abyssinia 
has already .lost the war,” is 
sufficiently real to allow the as- 
sumption that the winning of 
the war wilt not be long delayed. 

Jt might be advantageous to
